We went 
farther, and avowed our purpose to 
contribute all in the power of the Ava- 
LANCHE to aid him in perpetuating 
peace ond restoring the country to its 
forn. ~ prosperity. The inaugural ad- 
dress c.early demonstrates that GRANT’s 
talents are not those of a writer or 
speaker, and his selection of his Cabi- 
net as clearly denrenstrates his capacity 
asa doer.

Ata meeting of citizens, called Friday, 
at the office of W. B. Greenlaw, ILA, 

On motion of J. FE. Merriman, Esq., 
Judge Archibald Wright was called to the 
chair and A. T. Shaw chosen Secretary. 

On motion, Newton Ford, Esq., Alder- 
man L. M. Wolcott and Colonel S. P. 
Walker were appointed a committee to 
draft resolutions expressive of the senti- 
ments of the meeting. 

After some discussion, which elicited 
the object of the meeting and the views of 
those present, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That the citizens of Memphis 
are wearied with the perpetual excitement 
in this community; they are in favor of 
the maintenance of law and order; they 
are opposed to any unlawful efforts on the 
part of any of our citizens to protect or 
shield those who have been guilty of real 
offenses against the law, whether in Ten- 
nessee or elsewhere; and they pledge 
themselves to assist the officers of the law 
to bring to justice all offenders, so that 
they may have a fair trial and be sub- 
jected to merited punishment under the 
civil laws of the State in which they are 
citizens. They also deprecate all acts of 
insult and violence committed against any 
of our citizens, on acount, of political 
opinions or party relations. 

Resolved, That we, citizens of Shelby 
county, Tenn., are law-abiding and law- 
obeying men, and that we wi! support the 
civil authorities in the execution of all 
laws, advising leniency, as well as justice, 
to all parties concerned, We want peace, 
and that civillaw shall be executed by 
the proper civil tribunals.

MORAL INDIANA. 


Shocking Debauchery and Barbarity 
im an Indiana Penitentiary — A 
Carnival of Bestiality and Crime— 
Shametul aud Disgusting Particu- 
lars.

INDIANAPOLIS, February 2. 
* * * * * 


The Southern Indiana State Prison is 
located in Jeffersonville, and an official 
examination into its affairs has, within 
the last two or three days, brought to 
light, and to this city, a mass of cor- 
ruption and depravity rarely equaled. 
The story begins four years ago, when 
the office of warden was vacated, and 
the contract system had just been fairly 
inaugurated. As usual several candi- 
dates offered themselves for the oftice. 
According to the statements made un- 
der gath to the committee, the success- 
ful candidate paid $5,000 for the posi- 
tion, the salary of which was only 
$1,500 per annum. The money so paid 
went into the pockets of a portion of 
the Board of Directors. It is quite re- 
freshing to find that amid all the ras- 
eality one of the directors stands with 
clean garments. Searcely had the new 
warden got warm in his nest, when he 
was called on by the two directors and 
informed that the money already paid 
was only for his appointment, but 
it required more money to retain 
it, and they wanted to know how 
much he would give. After some 


which the directors were to receive a 
stated sum per annum, in return for 
which Gey were to keep the warden 
in his berth. To reimburse him for all 
these expenditures, he was ta be al- 
lowed certain privileges, one of which 
was that the rds of the prison and 
the contractors’ foremen might board 
at his house, and the prison should fur- 
nish provisions, servants, fuel, etc., 
making the entire board bill a clear 
—— sull item in itself. A tax 
n proportion to their pay was levied 
on the guards and officers of the prison ; 
presents were demanded and receives 
from contractors, and blank receipts 
were taken to be filled up at conve- 
nience. These preliminaries being ar- 
ranged, and such guards and officers 
removed as would likely be in the way, 
all that remained was for the crowd to 
enjoy themselves, and they did so 
hugely. They got uproariously drunk 
on liquor purchased for and charged to 
the hospital. 

In the female department they hada 
nigh old time. The women were de- 
bauched and all sorts of excesses were 
committed. Drunkenness and lust 
held high carnival.
